STORY OF THE OPERA 
ACT I ; 
THE MAGIC FLUTE is an unusual fairytale, playing in a far-away land of the Orient. 


Prince Tamino is being pursued by a giant dragon; he collapses with exhaustion, but at 
the last moment three ladies, courtiers of the Queen of the Night, come to the rescue and kill 
the dragon. They take a good look at the Prince before departing to report to their Queen. 
The Prince awakes, but immediately has to hide from another strange creature, who looks 
more like a bird than anything else. The birdman, who is called Papageno, actually catches 
colourful birds to deliver to the Queen, in return for which he receives his food. He is a very 
nice, happy man, but not very truthful. He pretends to Tamino that it was he who killed 
the dragon. At this moment the three ladies reappear; they put a padlock on Papageno’s 
mouth as punishment for his loose talk and they give a small picture to Tamino, sent by the 
Queen of the Night. It is the portrait of her daughter Pamina, who is held prisoner in the 
Sun-temple by the High Priest, Sarastro. Tamino falls in love with the picture of Pamina; 
the Queen appears out of the sky and pleads with him to rescue her daughter. Tamino 
decides to go to the Sun-temple. The ladies tell Tamino that three spirits will be his guide 
and Papageno, who is freed from the padlock, will go with the Prince. The ladies give a set 
of magic bells to Papageno and a magic flute to Tamino, for their protection, and send them 
on their way. 


ACT I 

The Prince and the birdman have a lot of adventures when they arrive at the Sun-temple. 
They manage to get inside, but then they lose each other. Papageno finds Pamina first, but 
their escape is prevented by the guards. All three are brought before the High Priest Sarastro. 
Now Tamino discovers that the High Priest is not at all an evil man, as the Queen had said; 
on the contrary, he is good and wise. Sarastro tells Tamino that Pamina will be his if he 
succeeds in passing several difficult tests. 

After many trials and dangers Tamino and Pamina are finally united — and even Papageno 
finds a wife, called Papagena. ;
